A Woman Swallows a Live Bat 
Betalna It In Her Stomach 


Seven Yean. 


BOSTON, Aug. 27.—After seven years of 


great suffering, Mrs. Mary Powers, a 
middle-aged woman, residing at No. 21 
Grant street, Cambridge, expelled from 
her stomach on Monday a fully developed 
bat which she swallowed in 1879. It is 
about three or four Inches lone, with 
a head 
somewhat 
resembling 
that 


of a lizard. The head inself Is nearly 
an inch in length. From the lower jaw 
hang several tufts of long hair. The eyes 
and nostrils are clearly' marked, as is 
also the snout. The rest of the body Is 
like the body of a bat with hooked wings 
Th., wings, extended, measure seven 
Inches from tip to tip. The animal live." 
and breathes, although bottled up In a 
glass jar. Mrs. Powers was seen bv a 
correspondent, to whom she exhibited 
the wonder and told the following story: 


"One night, about seven years ago, 


when 1 lived at Arlington, I went out to 
a pump In the yard to get a drink of wa- 
ter. 
I diew some water m a dipper and 


drauk it. The night was so dark that 
whatever might have been In the water 
escaped my notice. Soon I had a severe 
pain in oue side. It grew more and more 
Intense with time until I finally took to my 
bed. I had suffered most every thing in 
the wny of pain for two weeks. Finally 
Dr. Harris attended 
me, but 
could 


not account for my symptoms. I saw 
other physicians, but none could explain 
the case. I became better for a time, bat 
suffered numbness in my Uugeis and 
limbs, and my arms became powerless. 
At the end of a year I went to. the Mass- 
achusetts 
General Hospital, bat the 


doctors there could find nothing wrong 
with me. After moving to Cambridge 
I was attended from 
time to time 


by Drs. Clark and Nichols, but with- 
out getting any relief. Last Saturday, 
Sunday and Monday were the worst days 
I bud seen since the beginning. I ex- 
pected to die at any moment. At about 
twelve o'clock Monday night I expelled 
that peculiar thing. Since then I have 
recovered the full use of my arms and 
limbs, and never felt better in my life 
than now. Dr. Clark saw it and gave It a 
peculiar name. What It was I can not 
just now remember."

brings both the President and Mat- 
thews under the 
penalties of sec- 
tions Nos. 1771 and 1772 of

aggravated by the fact of Matthews hav- 
ing already been rejected by the Senate. 
The continuance of Mr. Matthews to act 
as Recorder of Deeds under these cir- 
cumstances, is not unlikely to create 
much commotion If not some very seri- 
ous real estate complications. 


The Extradition Treaty Between the 


United State* and Mexico. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—A well-kept 


diplomatic and executive secret, to which 
interest is given by the possibility of a 
request being made by the United States 
for the surrender by Mexico of Mon- 
dragon for trial in this country, is the 
fact that a special extradition treaty be- 
tween the United States and Mexico is 
now awaiting final action by the Mexican 
Congress, having been accepted with 
amendments by the United States Senate 
in Jannary of this year. The treaty pro- 
vides that the surrender to either coun- 
try by the authorities of the other shall 
be 
discretionary 
with

to render it operative. The only signifi- 
cance of the treaty is the Indication of a 
disposition on part of the United States 
to maintain such relations with Mexico. 
Mexico already has the authority to sur- 
render a notorious criminal, but the 
United States has no such power without 
this treaty. When Mexico bus volun- 
tarily surrendered such prlsoneis, the 
United States has only accepted the action 
with an understanding that uo obligation 
to reciprocate was involved. 


BeorBanlzation ?i the Board of Pension

Secretary Hawkins, of the Interior De- 
partment, has about completed the re 
organization of the Board of Pension Ap- 
peals so as to conform to the provisions 
of the Appropriation act passed at the 
last session of Congress.

way In Bulgaria, and all reports to the 
contrary were untrustworthy. 


"If the troops are massed in Bessara- 
bia," he said, "they merely collected 
there for the annual maneuver*, and the 
Czar is determined to let things shape 
their own course In Bulgaria." 


ALEXANDER 8AI>E AND FREE. 


LONDON, Aug. 26.—The British For- 


eign Office has been informed that Prince 
Alexander Is both safe and free, and that 
he is on his way to his home in Darm- 
stadt. The dispatches state that after 
being conveyed out of 
Bulgaria the 


Prince was set free at Rent. It is be- 
lieved here that when Prince Alexander 
learns of the counter-revolution in his 
favor he will at once return to Sofia. 
His presence there will, it is believed, 
quell all disorder and restore peace to 
the country. 


DEPOSED BY A SINGLE RKGIMBNT. 


LONDON, Aug. 26.—The latest dis- 


patches from Sofia with regard to tho 
manner in which Prince Alexander was 
deposed say that It was effected by a 
single regiment of military cadets, who 
also arrested the commander of the 
Alexander regiment, who wasatSlivmtza 
at the time. The provisional government 
seeing that the people -favored Prince 
Alexander, resigued and liberated the 
commander of the Alexander regiment, 
who, upon regaining his liberty, at once 
arrested the leaders of the conspiracy. 
The Powers have recognized the Kara- 
veloff government, which is in favor of 
Alexander. 


INVITKD TO RETURN. 


LONDON, Aug. 21!.—Sir J. Ferguson, 


Under Secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs, stated In the House of Commons 
this evening that the government had re- 
ceived a dispatch from Sofla to the effect 
that troops loyal to the deposed Prince 
Alexander entered that city on Tuesday 
with the consent of the powers. "The 
exact whereabouts of Prince Alexander," 
he continued, "is not known, but tele- 
grams have been sent in all directions 
with the hope of reaching him, inviting 
him to return to Bulgaria."

He was 
set free at the request of United States 
Minister Lotbiop, who Interposed iu his 
behalf with the authorities at St. Peters- 
burg.
